Children Far Apart In Age 
Won't Be Congenial Playmates 


By GAMY UMLAND MYERS, flub. 
TWO children far apart In Me 
are poor playmates, In the family 
or elsewhere. While the much 
younger child can watch what 
the oldt r docs he rarely Is able to 
compete or share in cooperative 
fun with him. Neither can the 
old r child enjoy the normal fun 
of the younger child and his play­ 
mates when they are In his home. 
Each child needs playmates of 
about his own age outside the 
home. 
Tim older child might, however, 
be able to engineer some ways 
for the* younger children to have 
fun With his superior skill with 
tools he might, with pleasure, 
guide them in making things. 
Also, he might occasionally en­ 
joy reading to them. When this 
older child does read to his much 
younger brother or sister, he can 
feel quite worthy and Important. 
He will, moreover, thus improve 
b's own reading skill. 
Same Family 
But as two children of the same 
family, who are several years 
apart in age. grow older they 
will grow more different still In 
their play Interests. And when 
the elder approaches adolescence 
his younger brother or sister will 
seem very unworthy to him for 
sharing the fun this older child 
and Id.*; pals have. 
When two children of a family 
far apart in ages are expected to 
be constant playmates, the elder 
Inclines to spend most of his time 
defending his rights and posses­ 
sions from the younger, and the 
younger one Inclines to annoy the 
elder and tattle on him. Tattling 
and quarrelling usually grows 
worse lf the mother, on the tat­ 
tling "evidence" of the younger, 
holds a trial to find out which 
child was at fault. A mother 


writes of her sons, seven and 
three: 
Play Together 
"The problem is to fet them to 
play together peaceably. Eve 
wanted them to be real brothers, 
so up to now I have tried to make 
them play together. But with 
such constant fussing, have come 
to the point, ie it wiee, or should 
one respect the older child and 
keep the younger one away?" 
As I wrote the mother, these 
children are too far apart In ages 
to be constant playmates. They 
are very different persons with 
widely different interests and 
play skills. Each needs to spend 
considerable play Urns with other 
children of his own age. And 
when one child has a friend in 
for play th* other child should 
mind his own business or Join 
the rest only on their Invitation 
to do so. (My enclosed bulletins, 
"Quarrelling and fighting,** and 
"Jealousy,** may be had by any­ 
body else In a stamped envelops 
sent me In care of this paper.) 
The children csn*t enjoy many 
of the same playthings. Recognise 
each child’s ownership and pro­ 
tect It. des that the younger doss 
not epproplste the elder's things 
or harm them; and that the elder 
respects the youngers posses 
clons, lf the elder has outgrown 
one of his own toys the younger 
Ukes, this elder child etui msy 
object when the younger plays 
with this toy. We met this prob­ 
lem with our own children by 
buying st a reasonable price 
some of his out-grown toys from 
the elder with the understanding 
that he would give up all claims 
to them and that they would 
henceforth be the sole possession 
of the younger. Such procedures 
could greatly reduce Jealousies 
and quarrelling between your 
boys and enable them to be more 
companionable and each to de­ 
velop as an Individual and social 
oersor
